After 
the first day we felt sure that un- 
less the weather changed very 
much for the worse we could masse 
MOahu or, failing, we would certainly 
he able to make Kauai. Our only 
concern was,a question of water 
supply. We knew we could get 
along without food, of which we 
had small emergency rations, We 
were cepending on a small water 
still for water. 

Burned Wood for Fuel. 

This supplied water but the still 
required gasoline as fuel. We man- 
aged to get the still going on the 
sixth day by burning wood from 
the trailing edges of the lower 
wings. On the seventh day ‘ve 
made a canteen half full of water 
in about five hours. The water in 
undrinkable, due to being imprewz- 
nated with a patent solution to pre- 
vente leaks. . 

We managed to make our small. 
original supply of water, about two 
canteens a man, stretch over seven 
days. On the eighth day a‘ heavy 
rain squall passed over us and se 
caught about two gallons in the 
fabric which had been cut from 
the lower wings. This enabled us 
te survive and consequently we 
were In very good condition when 
we arrived off Nawtlliwill. 

All during the trip ive realized 
that an extemporized radio send- 
ing set would solve our difficulties 
in a few hours by giving our post- 
tion to the search ships. We tried 
riggin. one up, bu. were unable 
to make one which worked a suffi- 
clent diatanre.

CHILLICOTHE, 0O., Sept. 12.— 


The on-coming ‘autumn, with its 
uncertain weather, called a halt to- 
day on the evacuations in the great 
Seip mound near Bainbridge, just 
as archaeologists announced had 
made one of the greatest finds in 
the history of their explorations 
into the works of the American 


mound builders. 

Until next spring ths three- 
fourths of the mound which has 
not yet been opened will retain the 
wecret it has held for centuries. 
During the winter the curators of 
the Ohlo Archaelogical and His- 
torical Society will study the find- 
ings of the last few days in the 
burial place of the “Princes of the 
Pearls.” 

The skeletons of the four sup- 
posed Princes were removed last 
night from the platform on which 
they have long rested, preparatory 
toetheir transfer to the society’s 
museum in Columbus. 

At the museum the bodies will 
be arranged as they were found a 
few days ago by H. C. Shetrone, 
archaelogical curator, and his help- 
ers. 

An ornament which is thought to 
be an instrument similar to the 
“pipes of Pan” will be studied. If 
the orniment turng out to be a mu- 
sical instrument, it will be the first 
time any record of the mound 
builders’ musical inclinations has 
been found. 

_ Cloth Found in Mound. 

The discovery of a plece of col- 
ored cloth tn the mausoleum of the 
four supposed Princes wrote a new 
chapter in the endeavors of archae- 
ologists, for cloth woven into de- 
sign has never before been found 
in the mounds. Besides the find- 


of fabric were found on the ceiling 
of the tomb. 

The intact plece of fabric was 
found under a copper plate beneath 
the skull of one of the skeletons. It 
bore circular designs done in tan. 
green, black and white, it ap- 
peared. When exposed to the warm

Scores of fragments of tortoise 
shells, etched with figures of birds 
highly burnished, were uncovered 
with the bodies. The figure of a 
swan cut from tortoise shell was 
found. A necklace of tusks, some 
of which are the largest ever found 
in Ohio, was unearthed. 

No weapons were found with the 
dead. Curator Shetrone said the 
absence of weapons in the tomb is 
another evidence that the mound 
bullders were a people more rr" 
voted td art than were other an 
clent races. 

The curator gave his explana- 
tion of the copper nose found on 
one of the skulls. He said that the 
mound builders in disinterring and 
re-entombing their dead, leagned 
that the nose of a skull soon%de- 
teriorates. Not wishing this par- 


hunting grounds” without a nose,

Flaborate Coiffure of Dead. 

That this same man was a per-

At 
that time it was voted unanimously 
it was said, that the demands, 
which call for the same weekly 
wage of $40.80, be refused. The 
reply was communicated to the 
union officials, followed by the an- 
nouncement today by John W. 
Tesar, local union representative, 
that the strike would be called. He 
said the union was backed by the 
International Journeymen's Usion, 
which was prepared to advance $15 
weekly benefits to the Union 
workers in support of the strike. 

Employers’ Stand. 

Philip Galdstein, Arcade Bulld- 
ing, speaking for the Master Tafl- 
ors, sald the members regarded it 
as impossible to meet the union 
demands and maintain the present 
price of clothing. 

“We don’t feel that we can con- 
sistently ask the public to pay more 
for clothing just now,” he said. 
“The strike, however, will make 
no difference to the public in pro- 
duction. We are all prepared to 
return to the trade if necessary. 

The union demands an increase 
apparently of only 8 per cent, but 
when they get through it would 
be between 10 and 15 per cent. 
This is an attempt further to slow 
down production. Formerly, when 
our tallors worked on the plece 
system, the expert ones made as 
high as $65 and $70 a week. Now 
they have to carry the slow ones.” 

Union's V 

“Everyone knows the cost of liv- 
ing is constantly mouriting,” sald 
Tessar, in furnishing the wnion’s 
viewpoint. “Work is not plentiful 
and if all our 450 members are to 
be employed, then the hours must 
be shortened. We are asking for 
an eight-hour day for five days, 
and a four-hour day on Saturday.

Borotra. the “Bounding Basque.”

The match opened ominously for 
the French, for in the very firat 
game four American placements, 
three by Williams and one ty Rich- 
ards, all but one of them off serv- 
ice, enabled the Yankee team to 
score a break, and with that lead 
they had only to win on service to 
take the first set at 5—4. 

The second set opened as if it 
were to develop an American walk- 
away, fot the Yankee pair broke 
throygh Borotra’s delivery in the 
first game and then the rough La- 
coste’s, and with victortes on their 
service ran up a four-love lead. 

French Team Rallies, 

It was at this point the French- 
men made their most impressive 
rally. Lacoste won on service in 
the fifth game; Borotra, with just 
four strokes, won the seventh game, 
and then, with Borotra starring. the 
Frenchmen broke through Rich- 
ards in the eighth game and by re- 
peatedly trapping Williams took 
the ninth. And thus pulled up from 
0—4 to 4—5. 

But their rally could not con- 
tinue in face of the sensational vol- 
leying of the Americans in the 
tenth game, and thus the second set 
went to the home team, 6—4, The 
third sessian was closely fought for 
the first four games, each of which 
went to deuce before it swung, to 
the server. and left the set square! 
at 2 all. 

Borotra faltered “on the fifth 
game, however, and auffered a 
Lrqak. and In the ninth game. with 
the “Bounding Basque" again serv-

Mayor Miller has treated the National Civil Service 
Reform League as he treated the voters of St. Louis.

; PATCHING UP | 


THE CRACKS 5)

HERE are many 
T patching in a women's life. On | 

aprons and dresses,and _  fa- 
thers suit and Willie’s knickers | 
she uses needjie and thread~and | 
matches the patch with care. She 
has recently discovered dozens of | 


| new uses for surgeon's tape—stick- | 


ing plaster—for temporary et 
ing. She must always be more or | 
less skillful with a light hammer | 
and wrench for emergency repair | 
work. But even with all this equip- 
ment there-1s still another evidence 
of wear and tear which soon makes 
a house look shabby. Bits of plas- 
ter knocked off by the children's 
toys, by grandmother's rocker, by 
the moving of furniture or thle 
driving of nails. : 

Cracks appear in the fireplace 
tiles and in those in the bathroom 
floor. Cracks come in the plaster | 
from the steady vibration of the 
passing trucks, the floor cracks 
with the heat which shrinks the 
boards. 

For all these purposes the house- 
keeper or her husband— if he does 
the patching-——has been obliged to 
use plaster of paris which hardens 
so quickly that it is difficult to do 
a smooth job, or putty which dries 
out quickly and cracks or chips off. 
Sometimes women have resorted to 
a home-made concoction in which 
woll-soaked newspaper fofmed the 
principal ingredient. 

To this problem the 
thouchtful manufactuter has 
turned his attention and there are 
today several ready-to-mix “patch- 
ing plasters’ on the market. These 
may be used for outside patching 
as well as inside. The first cracks 
or breaks in the stucco or cement 
9 or in the side walls should 
have attention before moisture and 
freezing start 
work. 

The patching plasters make a 
perfect union with the surrounding 
wood or plaster and do not shrink 
away when they harden. ey 
harden slowly, ging plenty of 
time for the user to make a good. 
Smooth patch. They self-neytral- 
ize what lime they contain, hat 
they do not spot through paper nor 
do they need to be covered with 
shellac. 

Directions for their advise a 
thinnish.mixture for small cracks. 
This may be applied with a brush. 
Larger breaks require a_ stiffer 
mixture and the use of a trowel. 
Care should always be used that 
the mixture is not too thick, as it 
thickens quickly.
